SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

An  explanation  of  the  error  made  in  the  land  value  assess- 
ments on  the  warrant  is  as  follows:  17,041.00  was  listed  on  the 
warrant  instead  of  $740,100.00.  When  the  mistake  was  included 
in  the  computation  of  the  overall  tax  rate,  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxpayers  was  short  by  about  $23,000.00.  The  tax 
bills  having  been  sent  out  before  the  mistake  was  discovered,  it 
was  decided  to  make  up  the  difference  from  surplus,  which 
amounted  to  about  $50,000.00. 

Paul  Fenton,  our  moderator,  has  retired  after  serving  for  about 
30  years.  We  will  miss  him,  but  hope  that  we  will  continue 
to  hear  his  voice  from  the  floor.  Bill  Bardsley  is  the  new 
moderator  elected  at  our  fall  election. 

Alan  Thompson  has  decided  to  call  it  quits  after  serving  as 
one  of  the  supervisors  of  the  check  list  for  40  years.  The  re- 
maining supervisors  will  appoint  a  new  member  in  the  near 
future. 

The  fireproff  vault  approved  at  the  last  Town  Meeting  has 
been  completed  except  for  the  shelving.  The  cost  was  $3,200 
and  was  built  by  G.  &  J.  Contractors  of  Beech  Hill,  Andover. 
Theirs  was  the  only  bid  received  by  your  selectmen. 

Your  selectmen  have  appointed  a  new  police  chief  after  re- 
ceiving the  resignation  of  John  Whedon.  He  is  James  Meachen, 
a  former  member  of  a  Long  Island  police  department. 

A  zoning  ordinance  was  finally  passed  at  the  September 
Primary  Election.  We  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  old  and  new  members  of  the  Planning  Board  for  the  long 
hours   and   hard   work   they   spent    in   putting   this  all  together. 

The  first  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  was  appointed  by  your 
selectmen.  They  are  as  follows:  John  E.  Cotton,  Chairman, 
Elizabeth  Miller,  Amos  Johnson,  Ervin  Nelson,  Sr.,  Edward 
Hamp  (who  has  since  resigned  and  been  replaced  by  Lyle 
Farrell. 

A  new  asphalt  ramp  was  installed  at  the  Highland  Lake 
launching  area  after  numerous  compaints  about  the  large  holes 
in  the  old  ramp.  The  cost  was  $400.  It  was  decided  to  charge 
a  launching  fee  of  $1.00  for  a  daily  ticket  and  $10.00  for  a 
season   ticket,    one   half  to  be  paid  to  Hazen  Augherton  for  his 
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services  as  attendant.  The  remainder  is  to  be  used  for  main- 
tenance of  the  ramp. 

Our  highways  are  generally  in  good  condition.  The  TRA 
money  was  spent  on  the  Kearsarge  Mountain  Road  out  of 
Cilleyville,  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  Cheney  Road.  It  has 
been  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  spend  this  money  at  the  east 
end  one  year  and  the  west  end  the  next. 

At  the  1974  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  attempt  to  recover 
the  Bertha  Thissell  property  from  Richard  and  Maureen  Lamos 
and  deed  it  to  Maurice  Thissell.  A  decision  was  handed  down 
by  the  Merrimack  County  Superior  Court  on  February  6,  1975.

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined   and    audited   in    accordance   with    generally    accepted 
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auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accouiiting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was  made 
by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the 
Tax  Collector's  records.  Consequently,  the  amounts  of  uncoll- 
ected and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are  sub- 
ject to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return 
of  verification  notices. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Town  Clerk  -  Tax  Collector: 

The  Town  Clerk  and  Tax  Collector  are  required  by  law  to 
deposit  all  monies  received  by  them  in  the  Town  treasury 
on  the  tenth  day  of  each  month.  These  deposits  were  not  made 
on  a  timely  basis  during  1973. 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  above  officials  comply 
with  the  statutory  provisions  of  law  and  remit  their  collections 
to  the  treasurer  on  the  tenth  day  of  each  month. 

It  is  noted  that  the  Tax  Collector  did  not  advertise  and  sell 
at  the  tax  sale  of  September  29,  1973  all  parcels  of  real  estate 
on  which  1972  property  taxes  were  unpaid. 

In  this  connection  we  call  the  attention  of  the  Tax  Collector 
to  the  provisions  of  R.S.A.  80:20,  which  statute  grants  the 
Collector  the  authority  to  sell  any  real  estate  for  delinquent 
taxes  assessed  against  the  owner  thereof.  Consequently,  in 
order  to  adequately  protect  the  financial  interests  of  the  Town, 
the  Tax  Collector  should  advertise  and  sell  at  each  tax  sale 
all   the    real   estate    against  which  assessed  taxes  are  delinquent. 

Planning  Board  -  Conservation  Commission: 

During  the  fiscal  year  1973,  appropriations  were  made  to  the 
above  departments  in  the  amounts  of  $500.00  and  $50.00  re- 
spectively. It  should  be  noted  that,  according  to  R.S.A.  41:29, 
the  Town  Treasurer  is  the  custodian  of  all  town  funds.  There 
exists  no  statutory  authority  allowing  the  Planning  Board  or 
the  Conservation  Commission  to  handle  funds. 

All  receipts  from  these  departments,  therefore,  should  be 
remitted  to  the  Town  Treasurer  at  reasonable  intervals,  and 
all  expenditures  incurred  by  these  departments  should  be  made 
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by  the  Treasurer  upon  order  of  the  Selectmen. 
Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71-a,  Section  21.  require  that 
the  auditors'  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter 
of  transmittal)  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report 
of  the  Town  of  Andover.  Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained 
in  this  audit  report  is  optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in  its 
entirety. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Andover 
for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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ANDOVER  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


During  1974  the  Planning  Board  held  its  12  regular  monthly 
meetings  plus  several  special  meeting  in  order  to  keep  up  with 
the  heavy  schedule  of  work  it  set  for  itself. 

The  Subdivision  Regulations  were  amended  to  permit  a  simpli- 
fied procedure  for  instances  of  annexation.  This  procedure  was 
used  successfully  several  times  during  the  year.  Regular  sub- 
division requests  were  somewhat  more  limited  from  the  previous 
year,  perhaps  reflecting  current  economic  conditions.  One  sub- 
division of  consequence  involving  the  creation  of  eleven  new  lots 
was  granted  on  Horshoe  Pond  contingent  upon  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  a  road  acceptable  to  the  Selectmen.  This  sub- 
division is  worthy  of  note  for  the  following  reasons:  (1)  it  cul- 
minated an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  owners  to  achieve  a  sub- 
division acceptable  to  the  town,  which  included  a  protective 
'green  belt'  adjacent  to  US  11;  (2)  it  created  several  new  build- 
ing lots  of  slightly  more  than  one  acre  is  size;  (3)  it  involved 
the  gift  of  a  piece  of  land  to  the  Conservation  Commission; 
(4)  it  created  a  'common  lot'  to  owned  jointly  by  nine  other 
lot  holders;  (5)  in  invloved  the  construction  of  a  new  road  to 
be  built  to  town  standards. 

After  the  defeat  of  the  zoning  ordinance  proposed  for  adop- 
tion at  the  March  1974  town  meeting  the  planning  board  re- 
submitted a  revised  zoning  ordinance  to  the  voters  on  primary 
day  in  September,  1974.  This  time  the  ordinance  passed.  At 
the  tim.e  of  the  writing  of  this  report  an  effort  is  being  made  to 
repeal  the  zoning  ordinance  as  well  as  the  building  code  and  the 
planning  board,  itself. 

Considerable  time  was  spent  over  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
studying  the  requirements  for  a  tax  map  and  the  credentials 
of  nine  firms  to  prepare  such  a  map.  This  study  was  under- 
taken as  a  result  of  a  vote  at  the  March,  1974  Town  Meeting 
and  at  the  request  of  the  Selectmen.  Its  use  as  a  planning 
tool  will  be  of  great  value  to  all  town  agencies,  particularly 
to  the  Selectmen  for  aid  in  assessment  work. 

The  planning  board  feels  that  items  of  great  priority  for  the 
coming  year  are  the  drastic  overhaul  of  the  subdivision  reg- 
ulations and  the  building  code.  We  feel  the  subdivision  reg- 
ulations could  be  clarified,  simplified  and  made  less  onerous 
for  'small'  subdivisions. 
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Our  membership     is     comprised     of     one     holdover     member    from 
the  previous   year    and   six  new  members.     We  are  grateful  for 
the  assistance  of  Robert  Ward.

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ANDOVFR  RESCUE  SQUAD 

During  1974  the  Rescue  Squad  answered  29  calls  for  service, 
the  fewest  during  its  nine  years  of  operation.  With  both  former 
convalescent  homes  closed  now  there  have  been  fewer  trans- 
portation cases  than  in  previous  years,  and  there  were  only 
two  calls  for  automobile  accidents  in  town  in  1974. 

Broken  down,  21  trips  were  made  to  New  London  Hospital, 
6  to  Franklin  Regional  Hospital,  1  to  Lakes  Region  General 
Hospital,  and  1  to  the  Veterans"  Hospital  at  White  River  Junc- 
tion. Tambulance  also  answered  three  fire  alarms,  two  for 
simulated  accidents  for  practice,  and  made  one  trip  to  Danbury 
on  request  from  New  London  Hospital.  Of  the  30  patients 
carried  to  or  from  hospitals,  21  were  victims  of  emergencies 
and  4  of  auto  accidents,  while  the  other  five  might  be  termed 
transportation  cases  only. 

The  new  lunbulance  put  in  service  December  1973  has  proved 
a  wonderful  improvement  over  the  old  one,  both  in  reliability 
and  having  more  room  to  care  for  patients  No  longer  do  atten- 
dants answer  a  call  with  fingers  crossed,  hoping  there  will  be 
no  breakdown,  at  least  enroute  to  a  hospital. 

The  newly  installed  Motorola  talk  system  radio,  soon  to  be 
required  on  all  ambulances,  now  permits  the  attendant  to  be  in 
constant  communication  with  the  hospital  at  all  times  for  any 
needed  advice.

During  1974  seven  new  trust  funds  for  perpetual  care  wer^ 
established:  2  at  Lakeview  Cemetery  and  5  at  the  Proctor 
Cemetery.  This  brought  the  total  number  of  individual  Ceme- 
tery Trusts  to  142. 

The  Trustees  strongly  suggest  that  one  single  new  trust  fund 
be  established  for  future  cemetery  lot  purchasers.  The  names 
of  these  lot  holders  will  become  a  permanent  part  of  the  ceme- 
tery records,  but  the  funds  would  be  pooled  in  a  single  income 
earning  account.  Lot  and  care  to  be  included  in  one  price. 
The  Trustees  would  appreciate  support  in  their  efforts  to  con- 
solidate more  of  the  individual  cemetery  trust  funds  now  in 
existance. 

Cemetery  care  has  in  more  lecnet  times  become  more  the 
responsobility  of  the  town.  Older  cemeteries  are  full  or  nearly 
full.  Proctor  Cemetery  has  recently  been  expanded  on  the 
west  side.  Future  care  costs  are  uncertain.  Therefore,  the 
Trustees  are  suggesting  a  raise  in  lot  price. 

The  amount  of  $2,000  was  expended  by  the  selectmen  for  the 
care  of  cemeteries  and  was  taken  from  the  interest  that  had 
accumulated  in  trust  funds  as  well  as  $271.56  from  the  Proctor 
Cemetery  unrestricted  operating  fund. 

The  interest  from  the  Library  Trust  Funds  amounted  to  $138.11 
and  was  given  to  the  Library  Trustees  for  use  in  the  Andover 
and  East  Andover  libraries. 

Capital  Reserve  Funds  increased  by  $3,262.45  in  1974  and 
the  totals  with  interest  as  of  December  31,  1974  were:

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUDGET  COMMITTEE 


The  Budget  Committee  acts  as  the  elected  representatives 
of  the  people  in  town  in  preparing  the  budgets  of  the  town. 
school  district,  village  district  and  fire  precincts.  The  six  elected 
members  serve  with  appointed  members  of  each  of  these  districts 
and  board  of  selectmen.  These  members  prepare  proposed 
budgets  based  on  requests  and  previous  expenditures  from  each 
district  and  board. 

A  public  hearing  is  held  to  learn  the  wishes  of  the  voters 
as  to  these  proposals.  Then  the  budget  committee  submits  a 
final  proposed  budget  to  the  town,  districts,  board  and  precincts 
at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

The  largest  budget  in  the  town  is  the  school  district.  This 
year's  proposed  budget  is  up  $32,029.39  over  last  year's  budget. 
The  largest  increase  in  the  budget  is  in  tuition.  The  Franklin 
School  Board  decided  to  increase  their  proposed  rate  to  Andover 
by  $21,950.00.  They  are  asking  for  a  10  year  contract  with 
Andover  for  all  high  school  students.  Last  year  the  town  voted 
to  give  raises  to  the  principal  and  teachers  but  because  of  the 
wage  freeze  all  raises  were  not  permitted.  These  frozen  in- 
creases will  be  added  to  the  proposed  raises  this  year. 

The  town  budget  is  our  second  largest  budget.  Actual  rev- 
enue exceed  the  estimate  by  $43,450.15  of  which  $30,000.00 
more  came  from  surplus  funds.  This  year  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission will  in  all  probability  not  allow  any  to  be  withdrawn 
from  surplus.  This  large  withdrawal  was  mostly  due  to  a  typ- 
ographical error  in  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  the  town. 
This  year's  revenues  are  down  due  to  a  ruling  that  monies 
not  actually  received  by  the  town,  such  as  the  state's  share 
of  TRA  funds  cannot  be  considered  as  revenue.  Flood  damage 
and  ambulance  grants  are  out  as  revenue  this  year. 

Actual  expenditures  last  year  were  $97,047.80  with  $41,000.00 
coming  out  of  surplus  and  an  income  of  $107,402.09.  This 
year's  recommended  budget  is  $117,100.70  with  an  estimated  in- 
come of  $78,321.06.  Balance  of  $38,779.64  is  to  be  raised  by 
taxes. 

Andover  Fire    District    #  1  budget  appears  high  this  year  but 
the    $18,140.77   for    the   new  truck  is  to  be  drawn  from  capital 
reserve    funds.       The  total  increase  from  last  year's  operating  is 
$12,315.26.       Much   equipment    is   needed.       Most   of  the  turn 
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out  gear  is  old  and  worn  out.  Hoses  dating  back  to  the  40's 
need  repairing. 

East  Andover  Fire  Precinct  proposed  budget  of  $8,207.25 
includes  $800.00  to  build  a  furnace  room  recommended  by  the 
State  Fire  Marshall  to  be  withdrawn  from  Fire  House  Improve- 
ment funds  with  the  remainder  of  $1,800.00  to  go  into  a  cap- 
ital reserve  fund. 

Andover  Village  district  proposed  budget  is  up  $3,350.00 
this  year  with  $2,500.00  to  come  out  of  capital  reserve  for  3 
new  hydrants.  Some  equipment  and  materials  are  left  over 
from  last  year.

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REPORT    OF    THE    ANDOVER    CONSERVATION 
COMMISION   1974 

There   have    been    thirteen  official  m "'tings  of  the  Conservation  Commission 
during  the  calendar  year  1974. 

At  the  last  Town  Meeting  the  Commission  was  directed  to  prepare  a  plan, 
or  alternative  plans,  for  solid  waste  disposal  to  go  into  effect  on  or  before  July 
I,  1975,  when  it  becomes  illegal  to  continue  burning  at  the  town  dump.  Our 
major  effort  for  the  year  has  been  directed  to  this  end.  We  have  sought  and 
received  information  and  advice  from  Mr.  Daniel  Ellison  of  the  Cooperative  Ex- 
tension Service,  Mr.  Arthur  Luce  of  the  Soil  Conservation  Service,  and  Mr. 
John  Cotton,  geologist.  We  are  grateful  to  these  gentlemen  for  coming  to  our 
meetings  and  participating  in  our  discussions.  In  July  some  members  of  the 
Commission  attended  a  meetmg  at  New  London,  sponsored  by  the  Upper  Val- 
ley Council,  on  the  subject  of  the  comparative  costs  of  operating  local  versus 
regional  landfills.  Several  members  of  the  Commission  went  to  Franklin  in 
September  to  talk  with  the  City  Manager  about  that  city's  sanitary  landfill,  and 
to  inspect  the  landfill.  In  October  members  of  the  Commission  attended  a 
"workshop"  on  solid  waste  disposal  in  Durham,  and  inspected  the  recycling 
center  in  Nottingham.  At  our  invitation  representatives  of  the  Lakes  Region 
Disposal  Company  of  Gilford  and  of  Naughton  Disposal  Service  of  Bradford  at- 
tended our  December  meeting.  We  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
comparative  advantages  and  costs  to  the  town  of  developing  and  operating  its 
own  sanitary  landfill,  or  of  arranging  for  transfer  of  Andover's  rubbish  to  a 
landfill  in  a  neighbouring  community.  No  detailed  plan  for  disposal  of 
Andover's  solid  wasted  has  been  prepared  as  of  this  writing,  but  it  is  our  earn- 
est purpose  to  present  a  plan  to  the  Selectmen  prior  to  the  1975  Town  Meet- 

inp;. 

One  member  of  the  Commission,   Mr.  JamesWalker,  with  the  kind  assistance 

of  Mr.   Bruce  Kelsey,   did  water  testing  at  Highland  Lake  and  the  Blackwater 

River   during    the    summer.       The    water   was  found  to  be  satisfactory  at  both 

places. 

We  are  gratified  that  the  1974  Town  Meeting  voted,  on  recommendation  of 
this  Commission,  that  Elbow  Pond  Road  be  designated  a  Scenic  Road. 

Members  of  the  Commision,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.   Elizabeth  Bardsley, 
assisted  the  4-H  Club  in  its  successful  paper  drive  during  the  spring. 

We  are  grateful  to  Proctor  Academy  for  its  generosity  in  permitting  the  Com- 
mission   to   use    its   facilities  throughout  the  year.     Our  meetings  are  open  to 
the   public    and    are     held    at    Proctor  Academy  on  the  evening  of  the  second 
Thursday  of  each  month  unless  unusual  circumstances  require  a  change  of  date 
or  place.

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PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE 

With  the  coming  of  spring  the  playground  committee  became 
active  once  again. 

Our  plans  called  for  us  to  complete  the  fencing,  erect  a  back- 
stop and  to  continue  work  on  the  grass  surface. 

To  buy  a  backstop  installed  was  going  to  be  very  expensive 
and  it  was  decided  that  we  could  build  our  own  at  about  half 
the  cost. 

To  complete  the  fencing  it  was  necessary  to  buy  a  few  feet 
of  chain  link  fence  and  some  fittings.  We  still  have  gates  to  be 
built  and  installed  and  the  painting  to  be  completed. 

As  the  summer  drew  to  a  close  it  became  apparent  that  to 
keep  the  field  in  tip  top  shape  a  watering  system  would  be 
necessary.  This  project  was  begun  and  a  water  line  has  been 
installed  from  the  school  water  main  to  the  backstop.  We  have 
on  hand,  to  be  installed  in  the  spring,  the  necessary  pipe, 
fittings,  sprinkler  heads  and  fountain. 

We  hope  to  complete  the  first  phase  of  the  program  and  have 
the  field  ready  for  use  by  fall. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  by  the  few  committee  members 
and  the  one  or  two  volunteers  and  we  are  grateful  to  those  who 
have  assisted  in  any  way  during  the  past  year.

NURSE'S  REPORT  -  December  31,  1974 

Since  inception  in  July,  1970,  the  agency  has  seen  a  steady 
increase  in  the  use  of  its  services.  We  provide  nursing  care 
(which)  includes  education,  prevention,  and  rehabilitation),  phys- 
ical therapy  and  occupational  therapy.  No  one  is  denied  service 
due  to  financial  difficulties.  An  individual  can  be  referred  to 
us  by  anyone  and  all  information  is  confidential.  In  Community 
Health  Nursing,  family  involvement  is  of  utmost  importance. 
The  family  needs  support  and  guidance  so  they  can  continue 
care  between  our  visits.  Teaching  is  a  vital  component  that 
is  incorporated  with  whatever  procedures  are  ordered  by  the 
physician. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  increased  the  hours  of  our  part-time 
nurse  and  now  are  considering  employing  another  nurse.  Physical 
therapy  visits  have  doubled.

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SPECIAL  REPORT  TO  THE  SELECTMEN  OF  ANDOVER 
ON  SOLID  WASTE  DISPOSAL 


In  its  study  of  Andover's  solid  waste  disposal  problem  the 
Conservation  Commission  has  carefully  considered  the  advan- 
tages and  disadvantages  of  establishing  a  sanitary  landfill  in 
and  for  the  town  of  Andover,  or  of  accepting  the  offer  of  Fank- 
lin  to  use  the  municipal  landfill  already  in  operation  in  that 
city.  At  the  beginning  most  of  us  were  in  favor  of  having  our 
own  landfill,  but  after  studying  the  problems  and  estimating  the 
costs  involved  in  such  an  operation,  we  have  come  to  the  unan- 
imous conclusion  that  the  most  economical  and  indeed  the  only 
practical  solution  to  the  'dump  problem'  at  this  time  is  to 
accept  Franklin's  offer. 

There  is  no  suitable  site  for  a  landfill  available  in  Andover 
at  present.  If  an  appropriate  site  were  at  hand,  expensive 
tests  and  preparations  would  be  needed  to  make  sure  it  conforms 
with  the  state  requirements.  The  equipment  needed  to  operate 
a  landfill  is  very  costly,  and  would  require  a  substantial  capital 
expenditure.  The  operation  itself  would  be  expensive,  and  the 
administrative  problems  involved  would  be  a  burden  for  the 
Selectmen. 

Franklin's  offer  to  accept  Andover's  rubbish  at  an  annual 
cost  of  $4.50  per  inhabitant  does  not  seem  to  us  unreasonable. 
The  major  problem  is  getting  the  rubbish  to  the  Franklin  land- 
fill. We  could  require  each  household  to  be  responsible  for  the 
hauling  of  its  own  rubbish,  but  this  would  be  costly  for  those 
having  no  transportation,  inconvenient  for  residents  of  the  western 
part  of  Andover,  and  would  probably  result  in  illegal  and  un- 
sightly dumping  on  backroads  and  at  the  town  brush  dump. 
Considering  the  transportation  costs  and  time  involved,  this 
method  would  probably  be  little  if  any  cheaper  for  the  average 
citizen  than  trucking  at  town  expense.  Weekly  house  to  house 
rubbish  collection  could  be  arranged  for  at  town  expense,  but 
this  is  the  most  costly  alternative,  and  it  would  be  difficult 
to  combine  it  with  a  recycling  program.  We  recommend  that 
the  town  establish  a  collecting  center  at  the  site  of  the  present 
town  dump,  and  arrange  with  a  contractor  for  weekly  (possibly 
semi-weekly  in  summer)  hauling  of  the  rubbish  to  the  Franklin 
municipal  landfill.  This  method  would  be  considerably  less 
expensive  than  house  to  house  collection,  would  be  as  convenient 
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for  the  average  citizen  as  the  present  dump,  and  would  lend 
itself  readily  to  a  program  of  recycling.  Facts  and  figures 
to  support  this  recommendation  follow. 

WTiatever  proposal  is  adopted,  we  urge  that  steps  be  taken 
as  soon  as  practicable  to  establish  a  recycling  program  in  An- 
dover.  A  successful  program  of  recycling  would  reduce  sub- 
stantially the  bulk  of  the  rubbish  that  must  be  hauled  to  Fanklin, 
or  otherwise  disposed  of,  and  hence  the  costs.  It  would  bring 
in  revenue  for  the  town.  It  would  diminish  pollution  of  soil 
and  ground  water.  Above  all.  recycling  is  in  the  long  run 
essential  to  curb  the  unnecessary  waste  of  the  natural  resources 
of  this  nation. 

The  Commission  is  by  no  means  convinced  that  the  plan 
recommended  above  is  the  best  permanent  solution  to  Andover's 
solid  waste  problem.  We  shall  be  on  the  alert  for  developments 
that  may  make  possible  a  better  and  more  economical  program.

Mr.  Edward  Hamp,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen 
in  October,  resigned  in  December  and  was  replaced  by  Lyle 
Farrell. 

The  formulation  and  administration  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance 
involves  five  municipal  groups:  the  Planning  Board,  the  register- 
ed voters,  the  Building  Inspector,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
the  Board  of  Adjustment.  Each  group  can  act  only  within 
the  authority  granted  it  by  enabling  legislation  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire.  The  Planning  Board  had  the  primary 
responsibility  for  the  proposal  and  formulation  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinance,  and  may  recommend  future  amendments.  The 
registered  voters  (the  legislative  body)  passed  the  Ordinance 
and  is  the  only  group  that  can  change  its  provisions.  The 
Building  Inspector  administers  the  Ordinance.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  enforces  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance.  The  Board 
of  Adjustment  hears  and  decides  appeals  from  any  person  or 
party  allegedly  aggrieved,  providing  an  appeal  is  one  of  three 
separate  and  distinct  types.    These  types  are: 

1.  A  case   where    it    is    alleged    that    there   is  an  error  in  any 

order,  requirement,  decision,  or  determination  made  by 
the    Building  Inspector  in  the  administration  of  this 
Zoning  Ordinance. 

2.  A  case   where,    subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safe- 

guards, the  Board  may  authorize  the  issue  of  a  permit 
for  a  use  as  a  special  exception  specified  in  the  Zoning 
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Ordinance. 

3.  A  case  where,  subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safe- 
guards, the  Board  may  authorize  the  issue  of  a  permit  for  a 
variance  from  the  terms  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Forms  for  "AppHcation  For  Appeal"may  be  obtained  from 
the  Building  Inspector.  Because  the  type  of  appeal  must  be 
specified  in  the  application,  the  applicant  may  wish  to  refer 
to  more  detailed  information  of  the  types  of  appeals  (Article 
VIII)  as  well  as  the  zoning  district  regulations  (Article  V) 
of  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Copies  of  the  Ordinance  may  be 
obtained  from    the   Building    Inspector   or  in  the  Town  Offices. 

No  applications  for  appeal  were  received  by  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  on  1974.  There  was  no  budgetary  appropriation 
for  the  Board  in  1974.

Again  it  is  time  to  report  the  activities  of  your  school  board. 
We  continue  to  be  grateful  for  the  support  received  from  the 
community  in  school  affairs. 

This  year  our  proposed  school  budget  shows  a  slight  increase 
in  net  appropriations  of  just  over  12,000  from  last  year.  Next 
year's  plans  call  for  upgrading  staff  salaries  to  be  competitive 
with  surrounding  districts.  We  will  also  complete  the  lowering 
and  replacement  of  ceilings  in  the  old  part  of  the  school  building. 
Another  plan  is  the  continuing  improvement  of  the  school  library, 
whereby  additional  books  and  new  shelving  will  be  purchased. 
A  much  needed  new  refrigerator  for  the  hot  lunch  program  is 
included  in  our  proposed  budget,  plus  a  request  for  more  hot 
top  for  the  school  yard. 

There  are  still  areas  where  more  money  could  be  utilized, 
and  this  must  be  considered  in  the  coming  years.  The  policy 
of  your  school  board  has  been  to  walk,  rather  than  run  in 
budget  matters,  nevertheless  we  feel  And  over  has  an  excellent 
school  and  we  are  progressing  each  year.  Our  teachers  and 
staff  are  dedicated,  and  this  makes  the  task  of  meeting  education 
needs  for  grades  one  thru  eight  much  easier.  We  give  them  our 
gratitude. 

School  Board  meetings  are  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month 
at  7:15  p.m.  in  the  school.  All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Andover: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  support 
of  the  school  staff  and  community,  and  again  to  express  a 
special  word  of  thanks  to  the  school  board  members  and  school 
administration    for    their    help      nd    support    during   the   year. 

The  Library  program  now  well  established.  Librarian 
Ann  Clark  reports  over  2'  ,0  books  were  circulated  in  the  first 
four  months  of  school.  O/er  150  new  volumes  have  been  added 
to  the  1100  volume  school  library  since  September.  The  library 
is  open  three  hours  per  day  this  year  for  grades  one  through 
eight.  Grades  five  through  eight  may  also  use  the  town  library 
one  morning  per  week. 

The  school  is  staffed  with  one  teacher  for  each  grade  1-8. 
Teachers  in  grades  1-4  have  been  busy  organizing  activity  center- 
ed classrooms  on  a  pilot  basis.  Special  attention  has  been  given 
to  the  reading  program  because  of  its  importance  in  the  curric- 
ulum. The  Title  I  federally  aided  reading  program  continues 
to  assist  children  who  require  additional  help  in  the  reading 
process.  Mrs.  Phyllis  Robichaud  continues  to  do  a  fine  job 
with  this  program. 

In  grades  5-8  the  teachers  are  organized  in  a  departmental 
system,  with  each  teacher  specializing  in  one  of  the  four  major 
subjects.    Reading  is  continued  through  grade  eight. 

Speech  therapy  services  have  been  continued  this  year  and 
are  continuing  to  assist  children  who  need  this  help. 

Mr.  Corson  and  the  staff  have  participated  in  many  inservice 
education  programs  last  summer  and  this  fall.  We  are  fortunate 
to  have  a  principal  and  staff  who  are  willing  to  give  their  time 
in  improving  the  school. 

The  main  consideration  facing  the  School  Board  and  town 
continues    to    be    the    students    in   grades   9-12.      By  September 
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1977,  no  students  will  be  attending  Kearsarge  Regional  High 
School.  The  Franklin  School  Board  has  voted  to  accept  Andover 
tuition  students  on  a  year  by  year  basis.  In  the  next  four  years, 
the  movement  of  larger  classes  now  in  our  elementary  school 
to  high  school  will  mean  an  increase  of  twenty  high  school 
tuition  students.  Projections  indicate  that  we  will  have  approx- 
imately 100  students  in  grades  9-12  by  1978.  The  School  Board 
is  continuing  to  study  and  discuss  all  possible  alternatives  open 
to  the  district  in  educating  our  high  school  students,  should 
all  existing  receiving  districts  find  it  impossible  to  continue 
receiving  Andover  students.
